Framingham, Mass., said that as

The loaded craft rode smoothly 
and the trip was uneventful al- 
though land batteries were firing 
constantly and we never were sure 
they would not lob one in our vi- 
cinity, 

There also was the constant dan- 
ger of a shore searchlight catching 
us in its beam as it swept the 
water. We were headed into an 
unknown situation since communi- 
cations between the ship and land 
forces were still fragmentary at 


that point. 
Rough Water. 

As we approached the shore we 
passed a lighter stranded atop a 
rock. The coxswain zigzagged and 
twisted to avoid the rocks, then 
drove straight at the beach. The 
nose was firmly on the sand as 
approximately 35 assault troops be- 


gan pouring over the front. 


Just at that point a huge wave 


burst high over the boat. It was 
well over my head and I got the 
full impact, since I was in the rear 
of the boat. It didn’t stop the de- 
barkation, however. Another wave 
rocked the boat and the man ahead 
of me fell as he climbed. He fell 
on top of me and I went down on 
the boat deck, 


When I scrambled to my feet 


it was my time to leap out of the 
bobbing boat into the surf, I strug- 
gled through ankle-deep water to 
the beach, where I recovered my 
typewriter from a tough Sergeant 
who seemed to have taken the 
whole operation much more calm- 
ly than I,

EXECUTION OF 1000 SERBS — 
IN SINGLE TOWN REPORTED 


LONDON, Nov. 13 (AP).—A 
thousand Serbs, many of them 


women and children between the 
ages of 12 and 17, were executed 
last Sept, 29 at a single town— 
Vukovar on the Danube River 
northwest of Belgrade—the Yugo- 
slav Information Bureau reported 
today. 

It said 318 others were put to 
death at the same time in other 
communities nearby. 

Twenty-five new executions in 
Nazi-occupied lands were reported 
by Allied governments in London.

He replied that he was 
not going to tell too much about 
his setting hens. 

Comment on 48-Hour Week 

The President said that while 
Bernard M. Baruch might be mak- 
ing a study of the man-power 
problem without his knowledge, he 
did not think so.

CITY AIR RAID SIGNAL 
TEST AT 7 TONIGHT 


Increase in Volume Arranged 
—OCD Asks All Civilians 
to Remain Calm. 


The second test of the city’s air 
raid warning system will be held 
at 7 o’clock this evening, with 70 
steam whistles and 54 sirens or- 
dered into action in an effort to 
make the trial more successful 
than one last May 12, when 66 
steam whistles and three sirens 
were used. 

Most of the additional sirens 
will be those of the city’s fire en- 
gine houses. As in the first test, 
a check of the test will be made 
this evening by the city’s force of 
air raid wardens. 

The warning will be given by in- 
termittent blowing of the steam 
whistles over a period of two min- 
utes—on five seconds and off three 
seconds—the method of warning 
officially adopted for the St. Louis 
metropolitan area, and the one 
that would be used should enemy 
bombers attack. 

The all-clear signal will be 
sounded ten minutes after the air 
raid warning by a continuous 
sounding of the whistles for two 
minutes, 

The Office of. Civilian Defense, 
in an announcement today, cau- 
tioned residents to remember that 
it would be a test merely of air 
raid warning facilities. 

“Do not mistake this test for an 
actual air raid warning,” the an- 
nouncement said. “Be calm. Go 
about your normal activities. Ad- 
vise every member of your family 
of the time and purpose of the 
test. Help your Civilian Defense 
Council to make this important 
test without panic or confusion. 
Ask your friends to co-operate in 
every way possible for the safety 
of the public.” 

Max H. Doyne, director of the 
utilities function of OCD, said that 
in addition to the increase in the 
number of steam whistles and 
sirens tq be used, police cars 
equipped with sirens will be sta- 
tioned in “dead” spots revealed by 
the first test. 

There will be no general test of 
the alarm system in the county, 
but whistles of suburban factories 
near the city limits will be blown. 

The citys’ 4500 air raid wardens 
will have postcards to be mailed 
immediately to civilian defense 
headquarters, on which they will 
report whether the signals were 
loud, medium, faint, or inaudible 
in their territories.

CHICAGO, Nov. 13 (AP).—With 
prices held at ceilings, produce 
dealers today watched the nation’s 
butter supply dwindle te the small- 
est proportions for this time of 
year since 1932, while officials took 
steps which market experts said 
suggested some sort of rationing 
was imminent, 

Normally, an advance in butter 
price, trade interests said, would 
provide the necessary check on 
consumption, But with prices at 
major markes held at ceiling levels 


in recent weeks, this brake on 
butter eating is not effective. But- 
ter grading 92 score has been 
quoted at 45% cents a pound here 
since the 60-day emergency ceiling 
ruling went into effect Oct. 3. 

Produce dealers said consumers 
apparently have been ignoring the 
fact that the price is the highest 
since 1929. Large scale military 
and lend-lease requirements are 
taking part of the supplies and 
production is declining seasonally. 
It now is smaller than a year ago. 

The nation’s storage stocks to- 
taled 87,037,000 pounds on Nov. 1, 
compared with 186,335,000 a year. 
ago. 

Dealers said that if only the 
normal rate of withdrawal occurs, 
storage stocks may be exhaust- 
ed in January. They said that at 
the rate of movement from storage 
the last two days, holdings in Chi- 
cago would be depleted in three 
weeks. 

Since the peak of storage hold- 
ings was reached Sept. 1, more 
than 65,000,000 pounds have been 
taken out of coolers to meet un- 
precedented demand. Government 
agents, wanting as much as 10 
million pounds monthly, have been 
able to buy only part of their re- 
quirements.

They are particu- | 
larly worried about the future of 
getioning in such areas as Texas 
and Oklahoma, where oil wells and 
refineries make motor fuel a com- 
mon commodity. 

The belief persists among com- 
petent observers, including one of 
the prominent figures in the motor 
industry, that gasoline bootlegging 
in the Eastern industrial area is 
on such a large scale that it is 
possible to get up to 100,000, or 
even 200,000, gallons at only 3 
cents advance in price. Maxwell 
Foster, in charge of the OPA com- 
pliance section, believes that boot- 
legging as a large-scale operation 
does not exist, although he is frank 
to admit that the use of stolen 
gasoline coupons is a serious prob- 
lem. 


Recently a ring using stolen 
coupons was broken up in South 
Boston by OPA investigators. The 
culmnation was a series of in- 
dictments, involving not only 
those who had originally stolen 
the rationing books, but those who 
had made use of the stolen tickets. 

Ration Books Stolen. 

A number of OPA headquarters 
have been rifled and rationing 
books stolen in wholesale lots, An 
OPA office at Norwalk, Conn., was 
recently looted of 20,000 books, 
many of them S books, containing 
coupons calling for large amounts 
of gasoline. Almost the same 
number of books was stolen previ- 
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these have been recovered. J 
As an added precaution, motor- 
ists are soon to be required to 
countersign each coupon with their 
motor registration number. Gaso- 


line stations will then be ordered |j 
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to accept only countersigned cou- 
pons, which the man at the pump 
must tear from the book, . 

As another precaution, it is 
probable that all gasoline sales 
will be cleared through local banks 
in such a way as to give OPA a 
further check on the amounts han- 
died by both retail and wholesale 
dealers. Such a system is now 
being tested in Albany, N. Y. 

Thus far OPA has 1500 investi- 
gators, but they are to insure com- 
pliance with price control and rent 
control regulations, as well as with 
rules governing sugar, gasoline and 
fuel oil rationing. 

The total number of investiga- 
tors to be added to the OPA staff 
was originally fixed at 3000, but 
Foster admits that this number 
will probably be inadequate. 

In the New England area, where 
gasoline coupon rings have been 
operating, investigators have had 
to give virtually all their time to 
this phase of enforcement. One 
difficulty has been to find investi- 
gators with the proper training 
and background. 

Cheating Among Neighbors. 

; The work of the investigators of 
necessity will be confined to organ- 
ized violators. The minor cheating 
whereby friends or neighbors ex- 
change coupons and gasoline deal- 
ers accept those coupons even 
though they have been torn out of 
a book, cannot* be checked, it is 
realized, by any police system. An 
effort is to be made to impress on 
motorists all over the country the 
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sedans. tures.

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PUSHING ON BUNA

WITH UNITED STATES 
FORCES SOMEWHERE IN NEW 
GUINEA, Nov, 11 (Delayed) (AP). 
—United States troops spent this 
Armistice day in a cautious, tor- 
turous advance toward Japanese- 
occupied Buna and eagerly await- 
ed their first contact with the 
enemy. 

From this base southeast of the 
Japanese stronghold, American pa- 
trols fanned out into the jungle 
but no patrol reported any contact 
with the enemy. 

“The boys need a scrap,” said 
one officer. : 

“They have been here too long 
without a fight and they’re looking 
for one.” 

Armistice day passed unobserved 
as officers and men went forward 
with their regular tasks, all aimed 
at hitting the Japanese. 

One patrol headed by Lieut. 
Frank Licher of Beloit, Wis., re- 
turned after a three-day sortie in 
the jungle and reported it had 
reached a native village which the 
Japanese had left only a short 
time before, 

The Americans were unable to 
make the natives understand ques 
tions for further information, how- 
evér, and they learned no more. 

A Sergeant member of the pa- 
trol said the trail ahead was “pret- 
ty rugged,” winding through steam- 
ing underbrush and around 
swamps. 

But, he said, there were fast- 
running streams, providing “lots 
of good drinking water—and that’s 
what we want.”

Despite the vast scope of their 
air operations, including the as- 
sault on the transport planes and 
damage to a southbound schooner 
in the Central Mediterranean, only 
one Allied plane was missing. 

Air scouts said the enemy still 
was moving westward from To- 
bruk as fast as his transport could 
carry him. 

Much of his remaining stores ap- 
parently were left in. Tobruk, . de- 
stroyed and burned, When R. A. F. 
raiders bombed the port Wednes- 
day night they saw more than 100 
fires, many in clusters and bril- 
liant white like burning explosives. 

(The Germans acknowledged 
that they had set the torch thor- 
oughly to all they had to leave at 
Tobruk, but that an undisclosed 
amount of artillery and armored 
equipment was saved for “later 
on” when Rommel has decided on 
a last stand.) 

Speculation on Next Stand. 

Now that Rommel has lost what 
might have been an Axis African 
Dunkerque, the next place British 
observers believe he might make 
a stand is at El Agheila, on the 
Gulf of Sirte. 

There he would have the advan- 
tage of defending a narrow pas- 
sage—as the British had at El Ala- 
mein. 

But even if his depleted forces 
tried to stop there, they would be 
450 miles from Tripoli, and Lieut. 
Gen, Dwight D. LEisenhower's 
forces on the opposite side of 
Tunisia already are nearer than 
Rommerl’s. 

If he could reach. Tripoli first, 
Rommel still might lack air and 
naval strength to make an evac- 
uation possible although it is not 
known what emergency reserves 
he may be holding there. 

Tobruk’s harbor, important as a 
source of sea-borne supply for the 
forces in the desert, is the chief 
territorial prize of the battle over 
the sandy wastes. 

This was the second time it had 
fallen to the British. 

It was captured first from its 
Italian defenders in Gen. Sir Arch- 
ibald P. Wavell’s 1940-41 drive 
across Africa. When the battle 
swayed back, the Axis forces were 
compelled to detour around it and 
it stayed in British possession for 
17 months.

Led by this ship, with a Rear 
Admiral in command, a force of 
cruisers and destroyers surprised 
and wiped out a similar Japanese 
force in the: pitch darkness of 
night Oct. 11 near the tiny island 
of Savo off Guadalcanal.

Counting “probables,” the Amer- 
ican ships sank three cruisers and 
five destroyers and lost only one 
destroyer. 
destroyer was damaged slightly 
and two cruisers were hit by 
shells, but came out under their 
own power. 

No planes were involved; it was 
ships against ships, about evenly 
matched, although the American 
force probably was slightly 


stronger. | 


Six Certain Sinkings. — 
Systematic - shakedown reports 
from all the ships showed that two 
Japanese heavy cruisers and four 
destroyers certainly were sunk and 
one light cruiser and one destroyer 
probably sunk. Reports agreed 
that the American ships “sank 
everything in sight” and left little 
likelihood that any Japanese ship 
got away. 

(The Navy in a communique 
issued Oct. 13 listed one enemy 
heavy cruiser, four destroyers, and 
one medium transport sunk; an- 
other cruiser put out of action and 
another destroyer probably sunk 
in the Oct. 11 fight. It said one 
United States destroyer had been 
sunk and several of our ships had 
suffered minor to moderate dam-

——— Admiral R. L. Ghormley. 
formerly in command of United 
States naval forces in the South 
Pacific, returned to Washington 
with word that reports indicated 
the full toll exacted by American 
forces was three cruisers and five 
destroyers sunk. Secretary of the 
Navy Knox, in revealing the 
claims, noted they were not being 
included in the Navy’s official fig- 
ures as revealed in communiques.) 

The battle occurred only two 
nights before the enemy opened a 
new counteroffensive against Guad- 
agicanal and, therefore, left a big 
gap in the Japanese naval force 
being shaped up for the stroke 
that began with the heavy bom- 
bardment of Henderson Field, core 
of the United States Marine estab- 
lishment and now—16 days later— 
in full swing by land, sea and air. 

A clash of this kind, involving 

surface ships alone, naturally is 
rare in this day of naval air pow- 
er. The United States Navy came 
through the first World War with- 
out a single contest between sur-. 
face forces. In the present war, 
the United States and Japanese 
surface vessels had met three times 
before. 


Previous Engagements. 

In the Macassar Straits last Feb- 
ruary, several American destroyers 
made a highly successful night tor- 
pedo attack on a large Japanese 
convoy and most of the Japanese 
fire in that engagement fell on 
other Japenese ships.

Very Dark Night. 

The night was extremely dark. 
The sea was smooth with a south- 
east wind of 10 knots. Exposed 
officers and men wore lifejackets 
and steel helmets. Peering into 
the darkness, they were tense and 
alert because of the value of sur- 
prise and the vital factor of get- 
ting in the first shot. had «been 
drilled into them hard. 

It looked like a bad sign’ when 
one of the cruisers catapulted a 
plane and the plane immediately 
exploded on the water. (But luck 
was with the pilot and his radio- 
man, as it later turned out. Suf- 
fering slight burns, they got the 
rubber boat from the flaming 
plane and paddled all the way 
around Savo Island and turned 
up safe at Guadalcanal three days 
later). 

In battle formation, the warships 
plowed ahead—cruisers and de- 
stroyers all in their assigned sta- 
tions. Nothing turned up on the 
first run, across the hot passage 
and about six miles west of Savo 
Island the ships doubled back to 
continue the search. 

Then it came—at 10:46. A col- 
umn of Japanese cruisers and de- 
‘stroyers bearing southeast straight 
for Cape Esperance.

PERSHING. NITES 
FRENCH SOLDIERS 


Defeat, He Writes in 
-/Letter to Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13. (AP)- 
—. Soldiers of France have been 
invited by Gen. John J. Pershing, 
leader of the American armies in 
France in 1917, to join the ranks 
of’ the. Allied nations so their 


country “will once more be free.” 
His invitation was extended 
through a letter . to President 
Roosevelt in which Pershing, who 
holds the rank of General of the 
armies, declared “The Axis has 
met its Marne” and faces “final, 
inevitable defeat.” — 
The text of Pershing’s ‘letter, 
dated Nov, 12, follows: 
“Yesterday I was privileged to 
stand by your side at Arlington 
before the tomb of an American 
soldier of 1918 who gave his life 
to arrest: the course of German 
barbarism. I. tried to imagine 
what his response would be to 
your promise that the enemy 
which he confronted again will be 
beaten and the dream of a better 
world for which he died surely 
will be realized. As you spoke, 
24 years seemed to roll back, with 
the consequence that as his com- 
mander in chief I dare attempt 
in all humility to say to you to- 
day the words which he cannot 
say. : 
“Tt am certain with you that our 
enemies who have visited. all the 
horrors of a new war on the civil- 
ized world face final, inevitable 
defeat, that the high-water mark 
of their conquest has been reached 
and that they are in recession. I 
am positive with you that the peo- 
ples whom they brutalized and the 
territories which they ravaged 
will, in the days not long ahead, 
be liberated. I am convinced with 
you that the civilization which 
Germany and its allies have at- 
tempted to turn back will be re- 
built, with fearless realism and 
without sophistry, on a more solid 
basis which does not contain this 
time the seeds of a new cataclysm, 
“Over the last week end our 
troops, side: by side with the fight- 
ing men of Britain and of France, 
took the first great step towards 
the total liberation of French soil 
and the soil of all the unconquered 
peoples. Patriotic Frenchmen will 
know .that our presence in North 
Africa is the promise of their free- 
dom—whether they are in German 
prisons, on the slave gangs of the 
German factories, or in the vast 
concentration camp which the 
German has made of France, 
“My former comrades-in-arms 
will believe me when I tel) therh 
that the Axis has met its Marne, 
and that if they listen closely they 
will hear the tramp of marching: 
men who not so long from now 
will be swinging along the 
Champs-Elysses on their way past 
Chauteau Thierry, St. Mihiel and 
Verdun to victory at Berlin. They 
will heed, I am certain, my invi- 
tation to form their battalions and 
join our ranks, so that the hills 
and the valleys of the Patrie which 
I know and love so well, will once 
more be free. . 
“Mr. President, in concluding, 
may I recall that the comrades 
of the boy whom we honored yes- 
terday lie in rews of many thou- 
sands in the American cemeteries 
of France; I, their former com- 
mander, shall not be satisfied un- 
til the desecration to which they 
are now subjected is ended by the 
joint efforts of the United Nations, 
and they can sleep in peace.” 


SEAMAN FOUND DEAD IN HOTEL 


The body of a man identified as 
Clarence E. Moore, 29 years old, of 
the United States Merchant Ma- 
rine, Sheepshead, N. Y., and for- 
merly of St. Louis, was found 
hanging from a wire coat hanger 
in a room at the Woodbine Hotel, 
509 Chestnut street, yesterday by 
hotel employes.

ALLIES FAVORED 
IN TUNISIA FIGHT

LONDON, Nov. 13. 
T= Afrika Korps’ inability to 


make a stand at Tobruk is in- 
terpreted by British military 
authorities as clear indication that 
Field Marshal Erwin Rommel’s 
battered army will be unable to 
attempt a stand anywhere east of 
El Agheila. That is as far west 
as the British Army ever advanced 
in earlier Libyan campaigns. 
The Allied supreme staff would 
welcome any strong Axis. attempt 
‘to hold Tunisia: ust the Anglo+ 
‘American forces, a’ well-informed 
source said here today... =<. ~ 
Fearing an Allied attack against 
Italy, the Axis evidently plans to 
hold a defensive flank from the 
Alps southward through Corsica, 
Sardinia, Tunisia and Sicily. Per- 
haps the Italo-German forces are 
too late for Tunisia, but it is ob- 
vious that they will do their utmost 
to deny the possession of the Tu- 
nisian naval base of Bizerte to the 
Allies. 


Favorable Battleground. 

Thus, Tunisia and Tripolitania 
may become the next decisive bat- 
tleground in the Mediterranean 
struggle. It will suit the Allies 
admirably for they will have all 
the great North African hinter- 
land, with good land communica- 
tions to supply ports like Casa- 
blanca from which shipping can 
proceed without risking the nar- 
rowest Mediterranean waters. 


On the contrary, the Axis will 
be obliged to maintain a hazardous 
sea supply line, with only the sea 
to fall back on if obliged to give 
ground. It is the converse of the 
battle for France as it affected 
the British armyaA Hitler, endeav- 
oring to establish strong defensive 
flanks along the full length of 
Southern Europe, probably is 
turning his eyes toward all threats 
through the Black Sea endanger- 
ing his Caucasus flank. In these 
circumstances, the ‘Turkish-con- 
trolled Dardanelles assume new 
importance. Probably Ankara has 
this in mind in taking special de- 
fensive precautions. 

Hitler’s decision to immobilize 
the French fleet elements in Tou- 
lon without risking an armed 
clash between German and French 
forces seems to suggest his need 
to conserve all available strength. 
It is not expected here that those 
ships will be able to respond sub- 
stantially to Admiral.

Eisenhower’s Career. 


“Ike” Eisenhower was a small 


boy back in Kansas, feeding his;

Hardly 
more than a year ago he was one 
of several thousand Colonels in the 
United States Army and had never

He was picked to head the Amer- 
ican forces in the European thea- 
ter as a cool logician, who had 
made special studies of the co- 
ordination of land, sea and air 
forces, and the use of tanks. - 
Out of West Point in 1915, he 
taught at a tank school in Pennsyl- 
vania during the First World 
War. From 1935 to 1940 he was 
chief of staff to Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur in the Philippines. As 
chief of staff of the “Blue” army 
in the Louisiana maneuvers last 
year he won a reputation as 4a. 
tactician, and his assignment to 
London last summer came as no 
surprise to his fellow officers, 


A trim figure of medium stature, 
Gen. Eisenhower at 52 is losing 
his blond hair but has yet to lose 
a tooth. He has friendly green-blue 
eyes and a wide mouth with a 
ready grin. He startles British 
generals, addressing them by their 
first names, and the same free and 
easy manner wins the affection of 
his junior associates. His order- 
lies, worship. him and one sergeant 
is on such intimate terms with the 
Eisenhower menage that the Gen- 
eral leaves to him the burden of 
keeping Mrs. Eisenhower posted on 
his activities. 

He has a hobby of collecting 
Oriental rugs and the principal 
domestic problem of the LHisen- 
hower family in view of the many 
travels of an Army officer, has 
been to maintain a_ presentable 
collection of furniture to go with 
the General’s rugs. 

For the duration he has sworn 
off social engagements and that 
means off. drinking, because he 
drank only at such affairs. He 
sleeps five hours a right, rises 
early and often brews his own 
coffee for breakfast. There may 
be a fried egg sandwich to go with 
it. If anyone musses up the morn- 
ing paper before he gets to it 
there is trouble about that, 

As a ‘younger man he played 
football and baseball and then took 
up golf and trout fishing. Now he 
gets his exercise with a medicine 
ball. He is quite at home, too, at 
a bridge or poker table. 

He was in the top third of his 
class at West Point but was not 
considered brilliant. He says 
what he thinks and likes to have 
men around him who do that, too. 
Once he told a junior officer who 
seemed always to agree with his 
opinions: “Either you don’t say 
what you think, or you're as big a 
fool as I am.” 

The nickname “Ike” has stayed 
with the General from boyhood, 
but. his mother, who still lives in 
the white frame house at Abilene, 
Kan., which has been home to 
three generations of Eisenhowers, 
ignores it, She once wrote his 
wife inquiring who was this “Ike” 
she was traveling around with.

A Man of the Sea. 

Admiral Cunningham is one who 
shunned the Gilbert and Sullivan 
advice—“stick close to your desk, 
and never go to sea,” but managed 
withal to. achieve a brilliant rec- 
ord in the Royal Navy. His astute 
handling of the British fleet in the 
Mediterranean has given rise to 
the witticism that when Mussolini 
says “mare nostrum” (our sea) 
what he means is: “Mine and Cun- 
ningham’s.” 

Son of a college professor, Sir 
Andrew took to the sea at 15. He 
is now 59, and there have been as 
few desk jobs in his career as he 
could manage. He has kept the 
Italian fleet bottled up in its home 
ports after giving it a _ terrific 
drubbing at Taranto and off Cape 
Matapan. 

Short of stature, pompous of 
manner, Sir Andrew runs, as the 
Navy says, a “tight ship,” enforcing 
strict discipline. He is brusque 
and taciturn, but when he speaks 
he bellows, He has a supreme con- 
tempt for official red tape, and 
likes to get things done, If that 
means helping to coal one of his 
own ships, and ruining his own 
white uniform, he has been known 
to do that. 

So expert is he as a navigator 
that his men have said of him 
that he could cut an egg in half 
with a battleship. 

For atime, while he commanded 
the Mediterranean fleet, his broth- 
er, Lieut. Gen. Sir Alan Cunning- 
ham, commanded the _ British 
Eighth Army in Egypt.

Whenever more than 
40 hours a week are required to get the job done, 
longer hours are worked. 

The only legal requirement is that, when a man 
works more than 40 hours a week, he is entitled to 
overtime pay at the rate of time and a half for 
the additional hours. : 

Therefore, these proposals for extending the work 
week and abolishing overtime are in truth proposals 
for cutting workers’ pay. Every worker now earn- 
ing overtime in war industries thus would suffer 
a loss of income. 

The question thus becomes, Would it be good pol- 
icy to cut workers’ pay? 

It must not be forgotten that the Government has 

put into operation elaborate machinery for stabilizing 
prices and wages in order to head off inflation. 
Wages and salaries have only recently been frozen 
for the duration. They may neither be increased 
nor decreased without special permission, The whole 
objective of this undertaking was to put incomes and 
prices in equilibrium, and keep them there. 
So now, if the Government begins cutting wages, 
it must, in justice to the worker, also reduce the 
prices of the foodstuffs, clothing and the other ne- 
cessities that he must buy. A whole new system of 
commodity price ceilings would have to be created. 
It can be seen at a glance what a complex and un- 
settling process this would be. Just as we had 
stabilized our whole economic structure, we would 
have to tear it down and start all over again. 

Since Congress has worked out the new income 
tax setup so as to provide an incentive for industry, 
it is consistent to speak of an incentive for labor 
also. Well, how much incentive would there be 
for workers to increase production if they had to 
work for nothing eight or 10 extra hours each week? 
The patriotic impulse would cause many to do this 
extra work gladly, but the Government does not

Justice Jackson vs. Edmund Burke. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

USTICE JACKSON’S Supreme Court 
} ruling, upholding the penalty against 
wheat farmers who exceeded their plant- 
ing quotas fixed by law, raises the ques- 
tion: What is the law? Edmund Burke 
defined the law “as beneficence acting 
by rule.” 

Let us apply Burke’s definition to Jus- 
tice Jackson's decision, in which he said: 
“Wheat grown for home consumption, 
if never marketed, supplies a need of the 
man who grew it which would otherwise 
be reflected: by purchasés in the open 
market. If the farmer (who planted in 
excess of his quota) had cut his excess 
wheat and cured it or fed it as hay, or 
cut and fed the head and straw to- 
gether, no penalty would have been de- 
manded. Only when he threshed it did 
he become subject to penalty.” 

Did Justice Jackson’s opinion consti- 
tute “beneficence acting by rule”? What 
is the difference whether the farmer 
threshed the wheat and fed it or fed it 
without, threshing it? The wheat was 
used by the farmer on the farm and did 
not compete with wheat on the open 
market. 

Justice Jackson at a gnat and 
swallows a camel. Another trivial tech- 
nicality is enthroned, and Judges of 
high and low degree must accept it as 
the purest law. There can be no dis 
sent. 

The legal stairway of judicial proce- 
dure leads up, but not always to justice 
or to truth. The very procedure itself 
reveals its frailties. A dissatisfied liti- 
gant goes from one court to a higher 
one, and finally reaches the United 
States Supreme Court, where the last 
word is said.

A Prelude to Greater Operations. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE offensive in Northern Africa is 

a large-scale application of the tac- 
tics so successfully used by the Germans 
in their conquest of Norway in the 
spring of 1940. This campaign was the 
first of its kind. Since the Atlantic 
coast of the Vichy possessions alone is 
about as long as the Norwegian, and 
Vichy territories in North Africa are 
about 13 times as extensive as Norway, 
We may well say that our offensive is 
one of the most daring enterprises in 
military history. 

Hitler will try to hold Tunisia, which 
served him as a supply base for Rom- 
mel’s Africa Corps, one of the reasons 
for our attack. From Tunisia it is only 
about 80 miles to Sicily. This was an 
advantage to the Nazis, but it may now 
become ours in case of an Allied attack 
on Italy. . 

This would be the logical continuation 
of a successful Allied campaign in North 
Africa. The Italians are sour on the 
war, exhausted and bitter about their 
treatment by the Nazis. Their coasts are 
not as well fortified as the French. And 
Italy borders on Vichy France, Germany 
(Austria is part of Germany) and Yugo- 
glavia, and is near Albania and Greece. 

Allied leaders have said that our at- 
tack on North Africa is only a prelude 
to coming operations. What could pos- 
sibly serve our purpose better than 
knocking Italy out of the war, establish- 
ing bases on German borders—near the 
gallant Yugoslavs—and insuring domina- 
tion of the Mediterranean at the same 
time?

Back in the days when: Mussolini was the loudest 
blusterer in Europe and some of the younger and 
more hot-headed Italian roughnecks still thought 
it was fun to be a Fascist, the cry used to be “Nice, 
Corsica, Tunisia!” 

Benito intoned it from the balcony of the big, 
bare-faced Palazzo Venezia, and his buckos, after a 
few slugs of chianti or vermouth, would shamble 
over to the French Embassy to repeat the chant as 
truculently as they could. It made them feel as 
though they had done a better job of building the 
Roman Empire than Caesar did when he conquered 
the Gauls and the Britons. 

Most of them probably never believed, in their 
hearts, that they would ever see the French Riviera, 
Napoleon’s birthplace or the site of ancient Carthage 
—uniess, perhaps, they won a big lottery prize and 
went on a tour. Hitler wouldn’t even let them in 
after the fall of France, Today, however, the Italians, 
under orders from the Boss of Berlin, are in Nice 
and Corsica and a few plane-loads of-them are even 
in Tunis. 

They are in Tunis just in time to be chased out 
again by the British-American army, under Gen. 
Anderson and Gen. Ryder, which is approaching on 


the double-quick. Those on Corsica and in Nice must 


have the feeling that they are on the schedule for 
fairly early Allied visitations, too. No doubt, Allied 
planes are overhead to assure them that they will 
not be overlooked.

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FOR A COURT TEST ON SCEARCE’S PAY CUT. 

The State Supreme Court has denied the writ of 
mandamus sought by R. Elliott Scearce, St. Louis’ 
new Personnel Director, to compel the city to pay

The complete occupation of the African 
land-air bridge between America, Europe 
and Asia does not appear to be very far 
off. Rommel has been smashed beyond 
hope of recovery. American forces have 
established themselves in Morocco and Al- 
geria with comparative ease, and thus far 
at relatively slight cost. 

Soon the entire Northern coast of Africa 
from Safi to Suez should be wholly in Allied 
hands. 

The importance of this development is 
beyond exaggeration. The Axis is now 
definitely boxed in. Hitler's problem from 
now on will no longer be, as it was for 
many years, to choose the place to attack. 
What must increasingly trouble him hence- 
forth is how to ward off possible Allied 
assaults from one or more of a dozen dif- 
ferent directions. 

. . * 

The fighting front for Germany is no 
longer a line but a continent. But that 
continent is beyond Germany’s capacity ef- 
fectively to defend at all points. For now, 
in addition to the whole of the West coast 
from the North Cape to Biarritz, Hitler’s 
men must also go on guard along the entire 
Northern shore of the Mediterranean from 
the Gulf of Lion to the Aegean. 

Nor can that job be entrusted to satellites. 
Vichy is washed out, Italy a broken reed, 
Hungary and Rumania have already been 
drained of military manpower. The Ger- 
mans must do that job themselves, and 
there simply are not enough Germans to 
do Hitler’s fighting, keep the occupied coun- 
tries from rising up and preventing an in- 
vasion of Europe all at the same time. 

In 1942 Hitler is being choked by his vic- 
tories of 1939, 1940 and 1941. 

Furthermore, the occupation of the entire 
North African coast will make it possible 
for the Allies to effect enormous economies 
in shipping and in naval power. 

Once in possession of air bases all the 
way from Algeria to Egypt, the Allies will 
again be able to use the Mediterranean as 
an artery of traffic. It will no longer be 
necessary, as it has been for so long, to 
resort to the long and circuitous route via 


The question arises: In view of the 


-enormous importance to Germany of pre- 


venting the Allies from coming into posses- 
sion of the African land-air bridge, why did 
Hitler alow them to get the jump on him? 

The answer is that he had no alternative. 
He could not move any larger numbers of 
men and tanks and planes and guns to 


Africa until he had smashed the Red Army 


and had achieved his objectives in Russia. 
* + « 


But the Red Army was not smashed. That 
being the case, Hitler could not afford to 
weaken his lines in the East, no matter 
how urgent the necessity of bolstering his 
lines elsewhere. For to weaken: hig lines 
in Russia would leave the German Army 
open to attack by the largest and most pow- 
erful military aggregation it has to con- 
tend with directly at this time. 

In other words, instead of Egypt being a 
second front in relation to the Russian 
theater, the fighting in Russia turned out 
to be a second front, and a very effective 
second front, in relation to Egypt and 
Africa. The tremendous victory which the 
Allies have won in Africa was made pos- 
sible, in the first instance by Russia. On 
the other hand, Russia. will undoubtedly 
benefit very considerably by that victory. 

For if the British and American cam- 
paigns in Africa are not exactly the answer 
to Stalin’s prayer, they make possible the 
establishment, sooner or later, of one or 
more additional fronts on the continent of 
Europe and, in the meantime, make pos- 
sible a faster and heavier flow of goods 
to Russia. 

The tables have at last been turned on 
the Third Reich. It is Germany’s turn to 
be besieged. But Europe is a fortress with 
many breaches in its walls and with mil- 
lions of its inhabitants in league with the 
besiegers. 

No wonder Hitler sees before him the 
specter of 1918 and tries to exorcise it with 
boastful words that only underline his deep 
and ungrowing uneasiness. But his very 
words mock him. The best he can now 
do is to postpone his inevitable doom. He 
cannot avert it.

RILLIANT NEW 
STAR IS VISIBLE 
IN MORNING SKY 


Texas Astronomer Reports It 
Has Risen to Magnitude 
of Eighth Brightest. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 13 
(AP).—A brilliant new star discov- 
ered in Argentina last week—the 
brightest nova to appear since the 
last year of the first World War— 
has risen to a magnitude that 
ranks it with the eighth brightest 
star in the sky, according to ob- 
servations of a Texas astronomer, 
announced today. 

The new star, designated Nova 
Puppis, is now equal in brightness 
to Procyon, the Little Dog Star, ac- 
cording to estimates by W. W. 
Morgan at McDonald Observatory 
of the University of Texas, made 
public by the Harvard Observa- 
tory. 

The star was discovered by Ber- 
nard H. Dawson of the University 
Observatory, La Plata, Argentina. 

According to the Harvard an- 
nouncement, the star “can be seen 
after 3 o’clock in the morning, 
when it rises in the southeast, but 
is best observed about 5:30 a. m.

tion’s twenty-sixth annual conven- 
tion at Hotel Jefferson today. 

“We continually get letters from 
readers who have read something 
or have seen a picture which they 
thought gave information to the 
enemy,” Clough related. “More 
often than not—much more often 
—the information the reader has 
seen is harmless and is something 
released by appropriate authority 
or is something that is so old the 
enemy already knows about it.” 

Clough said the big newspapers 
are doing a good job of complying 
with censorship rules,: but that 
small papers are a source of great 
‘concern in two things. : 

“One,” he said, “is. the publish- 
ing of military units of men serv- 
ing outside of the United States or 
with units disposed for tactical 
purposes and the linking of naval 
personnel with their ships, 

“It is possible for enemy agents 
to talk with families of boys in 
service and to learn which mill- 
tary units are at certain spots in 
foreign service and which ships 
are in certain waters. But even 
though that is possible, it isn't as 
easy for an agent to get informa- 
tion that way as it is to read it 
in a newspaper.” 

Clough is managing .editor of 
William Allen White's Emporia 
(Kan.) Gazette, on leave of ab- 
gence to serve the Government. 

“I hate stuffed shirts cloaked 
with governmental authority,” 
Clough asserted. “Thank God I 
have seen fewer of them in Wash- 
ington in eight months than I ex- 
pected to see. 

“When I reported for work last 
winter, the first thing the . boss 
Byron Price, told me was. that I 
wouldn’t like censorship, I was 
told that I would probably find the 
general idea of censorship distaste- 
ful. He also said to remember that 
no censor ever won a popularity 
contest. ° 

“The’' Censor Office staff con- 
sists of some of the best newspa- 
per men in the country. They take 
as much pride in fighting to make 
the deadlines of the newspapers 
that submit stories to us as they 
would to make the next edition 
with a hot story in their own 
plants.” 

Clough stressed the importance 
of censoring letters and interviews 
and said some men from the air 
craft carriers Yorktown and Wasp 
told reporters about their destruc- 
tion. “Hxcept for one cage,” he 
explained, “the newspapers abided 
by the code and submitted the in- 
terviews before publication and at 
our request took out the informa- 
tion of the loss of the ships. This 
speaks mighty well for the press 
of the United States.” 

Chester C. Davis, president of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St.

A Distinguished Soldier. 

Gen. Giraud, of these four prin- 
cipals in the African drama, is the 
least known outside of his home 
country. What has brought him to 
the fore is the sturdy, indomitable 
courage of the professional sol- 
dier who doesn’t know when he 
is licked. 

At 63 the white-haired grizzled 
veteran with the bristling mus- 
tache is still the vigorous leader, 
welcomed by Gen. Eisenhower as 
a distinguished French soldier and 
ally. 

Captured by the Nazis in the 
“battle of the bulge” when France 
fell in 1940, Gen. ‘Giraud was im- 
prisoned in the fortress of Koenig- 
stein in Saxony, from which he 
escaped last April.

The statistical bureau’s reason 
for it was—greater scoring finesse 
and even better coaching methods. 
The advance in total] offense can 
be attributed to superior running 
attacks, for at forward passing the 
country’s footballers slipped from 
1941 when they averaged 80.6 yards 
per game and also established a 
record for percentage of comple- 
tions. .

ASE X-154: Thomas Carlyle, the famous Scottish essayist 
and historian, was married to an attractive wife named Jane. 
But Carlyle was one of those close-mouthed husbands who 
did not belong to my Compliment Club.

out her craving for sociability and more affection from her hus- 
band. .

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SHE WROTE ABOUT her hunger for companionship and 
love. She told about the many nights when she had cried her- 
self to sleep because her famous husband didn’t even compli- 
ment the meals she expertly prepared. Too late, Carlyle saw 
his error. He.went to her grave and kneeling down thereon, 
cried in torment: “Oh, Jane, Jane, if only I had known!” There 
was no psychology column then running in his newspaper, 
wherein he could have learned the strategy for motivating 
wives; so we should not criticise Carlyle as much as some con- 
temporary husbands. But modern men should never be guilty 
of Carlyle’s pre-occupation and thoughtless cruelty. 
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CARLYLE starved his wife to death, in a psychological 
sense, by depriving her of the daily merited praise and laughter 
which are absolutely essential to produce a happy wife. Women 
will blossom out into devoted, talented helpmates if we husbands 
simply show a little appreciation from day to day. Honest 
praise makes even a homely wife look starry-eyed and radiant. 
She will then attain unexpected heights of efficiency, as well 
as happiness. She will even look pretty! But if she is ed 
and starved for affection, or if she goes through each day hope- 
less and frustrated, her face grows haggard and her morale 
drops to that of Edwin Markham’s “Man With the Hoe.” It 
is pathetic to witness these women, just going through the 
motions of life, but without fervor and enthusiasm.

Study Your Child 


. By Angelo Patri 


Shall his mother pick him up 

and comfort him? MHe cries, 
indicating he is hungry and would 
like his dinner. It is three-quarters 
of an hour to the next mealtime. 
Is he to be fed before time? Big 
brother wants to go to a party at 
the roadhouse and take his girl, 
both in their early teens. Are they 
to go? Nine-year-old Tommy leaves 
his room in a mess. Is he to be 
made tidy it up or allowed to go 
free out to play? 

Such questions vex mothers and 
distress many families daily. No 
healthy child ever grew up with- 
out making plenty of trouble for 
his mother and father, and teach- 
ers. Activity, which is the breath 
of life in healthy children, will an- 
noy somebody, always. To say 
yes, to say no, how to be wise, is 
a matter of deep concern though 
the event seem trivial to nothing- 
ness, 

Nobody is all-wise. Nobody can 
say what is best every hour in the 
day, and these children are alive 
every such hour, and active into 
the bargain. The wisest of us 
make mistakes doing the best we 
can. No law can be laid down for 
the control of growing children be- 
cause in their activity they present 
problems of growth, changing 
growth, that none of us see clear- 
ly. Sometimes we say no, some- 
times we say yes, sometimes we 
wish we knew the answer. 

The best. way to find it is by 
studying the child who presents 
the difficulty. There is no short- 
cut. It won’t do to say, “N6, you 
ean’t have dancing lessons. Your 
sister hasn’t had any.” “Yes, you 
must go to your music lesson. 
Your brother goes without a mur- 
mur.” “Of course you have to eat 
eggs. Everybody else eats them.” 
That won’t do. Each child’ is a 
new child, with personal needs, 
and must be studied in that light. 

If one child cries about doing 
something the others do cheerfully, 
before saying he must do it too, 
study for the reason of hig tears. 
There is one, Maybe you can re 
move the reason, maybe you can’t. 
The child is more important than

any chore and his welfare must be 
considered first. 

That does not mean we are going 
soft, either. If a youngster cries 
and kicks and pleads to get out of 
sweeping the porch when it is his 
week to do so, find why. If he, re- 
leased, races to the radio and tunes 
in on his pet terrorist, back he 
goes to sweeping. Selfishness, self 
indulgence, is bad medicine for 
children. But then, so is force. One 
must look carefully over the 
ground before taking any step. 

When the problem is concerned 
with school work, take time to con- 
sult the teachers, Get their opin- 
ion and consider it well because 
that opinion is priceless to you, a 
parent. It comes from an expert, 
one who lives with your child daily 
and gets to know him in school 
environment as you can never hope 
to know him. Teachers know what 
parents cannot see bcause they are 
too close to their own children. 
Don’t make a decision about school 
relationships until you have thor- 
oughly sounded out those condi- 
tions. 

When you have all the informa- 
tion about the child that you can 
get, make your decision. Then, if 
you made a mistake, the child does 
not feel abused. He knows you 
tried to help him.

N the first exciting story to 
come out of the vast Pacific

And because of his pitching over 
four long, weary months—eating 
fish heads and dry biscuit with 
agile young Marines on deserted is- 
land beaches, bobbing in and out

“Now, Boys, Pour It Into Them?“ 

It always has been the smug, 
contempt-tinged contention of Eu- 
ropeans that the United States has

tale of intrepidity, hailing from 
anywhere, in any time. Captain 
Hull, in command of the baby of 
our line of battleships, sailed from 
Boston on Aug. 12, 1914, on the 
warpath. 

“A bundle of pine sailing under a 
bit of striped bunting,” had been 
the jibe at his ship; and “a few 
broadsides would drive the paltry 
bunting from the ocean,” sneered 
the Continental press. 

Well, the meeting now is a mat- 
ter of history. Captain Hull waited 
till he got in close. Coolly, as skill- 
fully as seasoned sea fighters of 
any age, his men navigated their 
vessel through fire. At last came 
the tensely expected order: 

“Now, boys, pour it into them!” 

Within half an hour the Guer- 
riere* was foundering. Captain 
Hull signalled the British com- 
mander, inquiring if he had had 
enough. He received the classic 
reply: 

“Well, I don’t know; our mizzen- 
mast is gone; our mainmast is 
gone; upon the whole, you may 
say we have struck our flag.” 

That ended once, but not for all, 
slurs at the American Navy. We 
are going to have to do it over 
again, to “pour it into them” once 
more; and, if shadows forecast the 
event, we may take heart. 

Our boys only have begun to 
fight; but they already have dem- 
onstrated that their deadliness at 
infighting will more than a 
foil for. the fulminations of 
Hitler and Tojo.

Upon his return to this country 
recently, the person who was most 
anxious to hear his report was 
President Roosevelt, After telling

turned to his home in St. Paul and 
on Nov. 3 was returned to the 
House of Representatives by a tre- 
mendous vote. 

Ever since Maas entered politics 
in 1926, Minnesotans have expect- 
ed his name to bob up in spectac- 
ular situations. He has a flair for 
being in the thick of things when 
a story breaks. Sometimes Maas 
is the story. This may be due to 
his long association with the Ma- 
rines. 

Take his introduction into poli- 
tics for example. He was a 28- 
year-old insurance man _ back 
around 1925-26 and he was getting 
along all right. He was getting 
along so well that he was invited 
to make a speech before a group 
of merchants at a kind of market 
week convention. At that time 
he was not yet chunky. He had 
not started the mustache he sport- 
ed a few years later and which 
gave him a natty look when he 
wore an aviator’s helmet. He 
looked like a typical young man 
on his way to a swivel chair and a 
berth in a comfortable golf club.

REPORTER for the St. Paul 
A Pioneer Press-Dispatch was in- 

structed to cover the conven- 
tion and he was present when In- 
surance Man Mel Maas got to his 
feet and said some very bitter 
words about the prohibition law. 
He was against it and he dig not 
pull his punches. There was a 
repeal bloc in Congress at the time 
but it was looked upon as feeble— 
it could take some building up. 

The story landed on the front 
page of the paper and a few days 
later Maas was ushered into the 
Pioneer Press-Dispatch front of- 
fice where he was urged by Man- 
aging Editor Herbert Galt to run 
for Congress. 

After considerable thought, Maas 
decided to try for Congress. His 
slogan was “A Vote for Maas Is a 
Vote Against Prohibition” He 
never made any bones about it. 
He was as wet as Lake Superior. 
As the campaign progressed he 
became more volcanic in his utter- 
ances. 

He went to Congress, with his 
constituents’ blessing, in 1927. With 
the exception of a short stretch 
when the districts of the State 
Were rearranged and he was 
squeezed out by the shakeup, he 
has been there ever since. 

He has been a lot of other 
places, too. His recent four 
months in the Pacific was not the 
beginning of his travels, although 
on this jaunt, as a combat ob- 
server with the Marine Corps Air 
Force, he was 56 days at sea; flew 
40,000 miles in planes; visited al-

most every American base in the 
South Pacific, 

Before this trip, he had hun- 
dreds of thousands of flying miles, 
in crates tied together with string 
and in bombers that braved the 
Atlantic.

When he returned to St. Paul 
after his report to President 
Roosevelt, he followed his old cus- 
tom of dropping in at the news- 
paper.

- chairman of the congressional com- 


mittee to expedite the delivery of 
mail to the armed forces afloat. So 
for four long months [I hang 
around every time mail is deliv- 
ered to the forces with which I’m 
floating in the Pacific. And what 
happens? I don’t get a letter. The 
boys start calling me Postmaster 
Maas. 

“When I finally get back to 
Pearl Harbor, without so much as 
a Dear Daddy from my wife and 
kids, there is all my mail neatly 
stacked for me. It was not expe- 
ditiously délivered, I’m going to 
light a fire under that commit- 
tee.” 

Maas’ going into the Pacific on 
active duty was completely in 
character. He has never turned 
his back on danger. Some years 
ago a madman, armed with a pis- 
tol with the shooting end pointed in 
the right direction, walked into the 
gallery of the House of Represent- 
atives during a session. He looked 
down at the assembled members 
and then shouted as he waved his 
gun: 


“You are all a bunch of crooks 


and thieves.” 
Congressmen ran for doors and 
scurried under their desks as the 
maniac continued to make sacrolls 
in the air with the pistol. Maas, 
who is broad as any football tackle, 
was the only one who kept his 
presence of mind.

IT USED TO BE considered that 
the final and determining test for 
the diagnosis was finding the 
germs in the sputum.’ Now we 
know that if they are found it is 
a late case. 

Under treatment it was taught 
like gospel 40 years ago that the 
patient could get well in his own 
home. Only a few arrangements 
had to be made to give him fresh 
air and the treatment would be 
just as successful at hone as any- 
where. Now the conviction is es- 
tablished that wherever possible 
the patient with tuberculosis 
should be placed in an institution, 
primarily in order to protect the 
other people in the home. 

All that was needed for cure 
was supposed 40 years ago to be 
rest, fresh air and plenty of nour- 
ishing food. It is known now that 
it is almost impossible to cure a 
case of tuberculosis without sur- 
gical treatment, such. as collapse 
of the lung. It certainly is true of 
what is known as the open case 
—one with a cavity. 

We still need rest, fresh air and 
good food although we do not 
stuff tuberculosis patients with 
extra meals nowadays as much as 
we used to. Climate then, as now, 
is assessed to add about a one per 
cent advantage to any cure, 

These changes in viewpoint have 
certainly proved themselves in 
practice and have done much to 
help the improved results. They 
are often hard for the afflicted 
one to face, but they are certainly 
realistic.
